You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Richmond on Tuesday, the twelfth (12th) day of March, next, 
at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects : 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropria- 
tions of the same. 


3. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for highways and bridges in addition to the 
amount required by law. 


4. To see if the town will vote to accept state aid for con- 
struction on Route 119 of the Secondary State Highway Sys- 
tem or for the construction on Class V highways, and raise 
and appropriate the sum of $345.00 therefor. 


5. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount of two 
percent on all taxes paid in full within thirty days of date of 
tax invoice. 


6. To see how much money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the care of cemeteries and parks and the sup- 
port of the lbrary. 
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7. To see if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men and treasurer to borrow money for use of the town in 
anticipation of taxes. 


8. To see if the town will vote to petition the state tax 
commission to have an audit made by the municipal accounting 
division and to make an appropriation to cover the expense 
of such audit. 


9. To see how much money the town will raise and appro- 
priate for publicity and relief. 


10. To hear the reports of agents, auditors or committees 
heretofore chosen or take action relating thereto. 


11. To take any other action on any matter that may 
legally come before the meeting.

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REPORT OF SELECTMEN AND TREASURER 


We, the selectment and treasurer, submit the following re- 
port of the Town of Richmond for the fiscal year ending 
January 31, 1940. 


For many years the depletion of our forests has made it 
necessary for us to have constantly in mind some means, which 
would in the future replace our diminishing valuation, through 
the development of the other natural resources of the town. 


The development of modern transportation has made the 
future existence of the small isolated town like ours, absolutely 
dependent on a highway system so improved as to be able to 
sustain the operation of all types of motor vehicles, all the year 
round. 


We have devoted every effort toward the accomplishment 
of this program, which has been no easy task under the limited 
appropriations we could afford, changing conditions on our 
watershed, re-occurring floods and the large mileage of town 
highways involved. 


In spite of the many handicaps, by working in close ¢co- 
operation with the highway department of the State, unusual 
progress had been made up to the time of the hurricane of 
September, 1938. Over night we were faced with the whole 
complex problem of town rehabilitation. 


Despite this set-back, last year saw the completion of the 
clearing and repairing of all town highways which was ac- 
complished by the State through its highway department forces 
and also the reimbursement of the town for that portion of its 
emergency expenditures as provided by the General Court. We 
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were also able to improve three miles of Class V highway from 
Middletown around Sandy Lake and connecting with the Keene 
secondary State highway, thus opening up for future develop- 
ment this lake area, through the medium of an all year round 
highway in accordance with our policy. All stored government 
logs have been removed. | 


Through Federal aid, in addition to this the forces of the 
U.S. forest department have been making rapid strides toward 
the accomplishment of their program for the reduction of the 
forest fire hazard in the town. This has not only been of ma- 
terial assistance in salvage operations but has also relieved the 
anxiety of our citizens as to their lives and property and pro- 
vided much needed employment. This work is still under way 
toward completion. 


- Through constant supervision and close cooperation with 
other government agencies we have been most fortunate in 
keeping emergency expenses to be borne by the town as small 
as possible. 


Last July an audit of the town was made by the State tax 
commission and we quote following herewith, excerpts from 
the report which will be of assistance in giving you a con- 
densed summary of our financial status and assist you in con- 
sidering the future financial problems of the town. This re- 
port has been most valuable to the board, not only in bringing 
our bookkeeping methods up to date but furnishing valuable 
data with which to chart our future financial course. 
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‘*An examination of the statement shows that the Net Debt 
of the town increased during the last seven years to $12,953.72 
as of January 31, 1939 when it reached its highest point. The 
greatest change was during the fiscal year of 1938 in which 
the increase was approximately $7,000.00. It will be noted that 
the increase in Temporary Loans outstanding between January 
31, 1938 and January 31, 1939 was also $7,000.00. ”’ 


‘‘Part of the increase in the Net Debt during the 1938 fis- 
cal year was due to the expenditures necessitated by the hurri- 
eane of September, 1938. An examination of Schedules of this 
report, however, will show that the over-expenditure on this 
account was $5,000.27 as compared with the total increase in 
Net Debt of nearly $7,000.00. The difference between the total 
increase in Net Debt and the part of this increase caused by the 
hurricane expenditures, approximately $2,000.00, was due to 
expenditures in other accounts above the amount appro- 
priated.’’ 


‘‘The total Assessed Valuation of the town has decreased 
by nearly $159,000.00 or about 37% in the last ten years. Dur- 
ing this same period the Taxes Assessed have decreased by 
$4,576.00 or 29%. The greater percentage of decrease in valua- 
tion over taxes assessed has resulted in an increase in the tax 
rate from $3.60 for the year 1929 to $4.00 for the year 1938.”’ 


‘‘During this same ten-year period there has been a marked 
improvement in the amount of Uncollected Taxes. From a total 
of $12,252.70 as of January 31, 1931 the amount has steadily 
decreased so that at the end of the last fiscal year there was 
only $2,970.52 in delinquent taxes outstanding.’’ 


“During June 1939 reimbursement was received from the 
State in the amount of $4,454.09, which offsets the greater 
part of this portion of the total overdraft.’’

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


The supervision of the health of the Richmond school chil- 
dren was turned over to me last spring, succeeding Margaret 
Harris. An average of two visits each month was made during 
the school year. These visits included routine individual in- 
spection of the children, treatment of minor injuries, ete. 


The annual physical examination of the school children 
was done by Dr. Emerson, assisted by Miss Marguerite Davis. 
There were many children found to have defective vision and 
enlarged or diseased tonsils and adenoids. It is hoped that 
these defects can be corrected through school clinics this 
spring. 


Through the cooperation of the Parent-Teachers associa- 
tion, it has been made possible for the children to have cod 
liver oil at school. 


Three children were excluded from school] last spring be- 
cause of chicken pox. But, on the whole, the health of the 
school children is good. 


It is most gratifying to work with the children because 
they are very cooperative and appreciative of everything that 
is done for them. 


At this time, I wish to thank the Superintendent of Schools, 
the teachers, and the parents for their cooperation and assist- 
ance in promoting the health of the school children.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Richmond: 
I have the honor to submit my second annual report. 


TEACHERS: Schools opened in September with a new 
teacher at the North Richmond school. In June, Mrs. Esther 
Noseck resigned and her place was taken by Mr. Rene Mathieu, 
a graduate of Keene Teachers’ College. 


ENROLLMENT: The following table shows the actual 
membership in the Richmond schools as of January 31, 1940.

These figures show an actual membership of 54 pupils, 
with grade five having the greatest number in any single 
grade. The eighth grade contains six pupils who will graduate 
in June and, presumably, go on to High school. 


HIGH SCHOOL EDUCATION: High school education for 
ehildren in towns which have no high school of their own pre- 
sents a difficult problem. With a larger number of Richmond 
pupils entering and continuing their education in high schools 
in spite of the economic burden of transportation imposed upon 
many familes and with the tuition rate on an upward trend, 
it would appear that a thorough study should be given to this 
perplexing problem by interested citizens. Several towns al- 
ready have committees working on the problem of adequate 
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transportation on some cooperative plan. It may be that the 
next Legislature in an effort to equalize high school opportuni- 
ties will present a program for the solution in the smaller and 
poorer towns.

At the present time, there are 14 pupils enrolled in high 
schools at Keene and Winchester. Three pupils are enrolled in 
the former and eleven in the latter. The tuition charges for 
this year will be approximately $906. The estimate for next 
year is $1,000 as the tuition rate at, Keene High school is to be 
$90 instead of $80 as at present. 

CONCLUSION: Appreciation should be given to the work 
of the school nurse, the Richmond Parent-Teachers Associa- 
tion, and various individuals who have contributed their ser- 
vices in furthering the cause of education in Richmond.
